AMENDMENT OF BY-LAWS ON 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS 
SUBMITTED ‘FOR CONSIDERATION 


In accordance with Article X, by-= 
laws of the PPRAA, a petition has been 
submitted, signed'by five members of the 
PPRAA Board of Directors, to amend 
Section 2, Article IV of the by-laws con- 
cerning the method of electing the four 
principal officers of the club--the pres- 
ident, vice president, secretary and 
treasurer, 

Section 2, Article IV, at present, 
reads as follows: "Election: The officers 
of the association shall be elected at the 
regular annualmeeting of the members by 
ballot by plurality vote of the voting mem- 
bers at the meeting, "' 

The petition submittedby the Board 
members for consideration at the October 
meeting consists of two proposals. 

Proposal number I| would change 
Section 2, Article IV, to read as follows 
"Election: The officers of the association 
shall be elected by the board of directors 
during the regular annual meeting of the 
association. "' 

Proposal number 2 would change

EDITORIAL 


YOUR OPPORTUNITY TO EXPRESS 
YOUR PREFERENCE 

Asthe result of the "irregularity" 
pointed out in last month's Zero Beat be- 
tween the manner in which the PPRAA 
officers were selected in October 1967 
andthe manner prescribed by the PPRAA 
by-laws, members will have an oppor- 
tunity to express their preference as to 
the method of selecting the officers at the 
annual meeting October 9 when they vote 
ona petition for an amendment to Article 
2, Section IV, of the by-laws. 

The petition submitted by the maj- 
ority of the boardin accordance with the 
provisions of Article X, of the by-laws,is 
printed elsewhere in this issue of Zero 
Beatand contains two alternative propos- 
als---one directing that the officers be 
elected by the members of the Board of 
Directors during the annual October 
meeting, following the election of the 
four new Board members, the other dir- 
ecting that, following the election of the 
new board members, the four principal 
officers shall be elected from the mem- 
bers of the board at the regular annual 
meeting "by ballot by plurality vote of the 
voting members present at the meeting." 

Since, according to Article X of 


the by-laws, the only way the by-laws 
can be amended is "by thé affirmative 
vote of the majority of the voting mem - 
bers present, "' the voting members ..of 
the PPRAA---the holders of either re- 
newable or novice licenses from the FCC, 
---will have the opportunity to express 
their preference as to which way the club’ ~ 
officers should be chosen---l. By the 
Board members themselves after the 
annualelection to fill the vacancies of the 
four boardmembers whose two-year term 
expires; or, 2. After the election of the 
four new Board members, the voting 
members themselves willithemselves, by 
ballot by plurality vote, elect the four 
principal officers from the eight mem- 
bers of the new Board of Directors. 

It is not our intention, or our 
purpose, to reccomend the acceptance of 
either of these proposals. 

Our only purpose last month was 
to point out that we believed that the "ir- 
regularity" which existed should be cor- 
rected in the proper manner, Our only 
purpose this month is to report the fact 
thatthe voting members now have the op- 
portunity to express their desires in this 
matter. 

Our only comme ntis that it is high— 
time this matter was straightened up. We

feel that we cannot agree with any of the 
presented excuses that the "intent" of the 
by-laws was contrary to the way they 
were written, or that "there: was an er 
ror when they were written which was 
not discovered.'' The by-laws have been 
in effect for several years and there has 
been plenty of time to correct any error, 
or change the wording to agree with any 
"intent" prior to now. 

Wealso heartily disagree with the 
opinionexpressedat the September meet- 
ing that "the PPRAA members are not 
interested in elections, '' If there is: any 
such ''disinterest'' we feel it has been 
caused by the confusions as to "whoo 
what canI vote for?" The decision of the 
October meeting will clear this up. We 
feelsurethat the members of the PPRAA, 
like the members of any other club, have 
an interest in who is to be elected to run 
~the club properly for the ensuing year. 

May we point out an error in our 
editorial of last month due to a misunde- 
standing on our part when we reported 
that the officers of the Denver Radio Club 
wereelected by the Board, We have been 
informed that this is not the case--that 
the officers are selected by the method 
in the second amendment proposal---the 
boardis elect ed and then the voting mem- 
bers select the officers by another ballot 
from the elected board members. 

The matter of the election of the 
PPRAA officers will be in the hands of the 
voting members at the October election. 

We have brought the matter "into 
the oped''--it is up to the voting members 
now to express their desire---either to 
vote to have the Board of Directors select 
the officers or to have the officers elected 
by the voting members from members of 
the Board, The vote on these proposals 
at the October meeting will be the oppor- 
tunity for the voting members to express 
their preference. 

It is our hope that the PPRAA 
members w ill "back us up" in our convic- 
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tion that they ARE interested in the elec- 
tion of their officers and directors for 
the coming year and that there will be a 
"record election turnout" at the October 
meeting to settle this matter. 

Whether you have been one of the 
complainers" in the past or whether you 
are satisfied with the "status quo''---the 
October meeting will be the opportunity 
toexpress your desire, Boiling it down to 
two well-known colloquial phrases~--it 
will be up to you to "put up or shut up!" 
or to "speak now or forever hold your 
peace!"But whichever way you vote, or 
for whqamever you may vote---be sure to 
attend the October 9 meeting to show that 
you DO have an interest in your club .and 
in its officials. 

Judging by the interest in and dis- 
cussions regarding this matter at the Sep- 
tember meeting, the combination of the 
voting on the amendment and the voting for 
the club officials may well offer one of the 
best "programs" of the: year, | Don't miss 
this!!!

For the purpose of voting at this 
and other meetings, it has been pointed 
out that there are three classes of mem- 
bers as definedby Article II of the PPRAA 
by-laws:

Class radio operator's license---eligible 
to vote and to hold office in the club. 

b. Novice members---any pers- 
on who holds a Novice Class license--- 
elegible to vote but not to hold office. 

c, Associate members--any per- 
son interested in amateur radio but who 
does not hold a license issued by the FCC 
---not entitled to either vote or to hold 
office,
